Local Agencies at no cost to eligible persons.  The WIC Program serves as an adjunct to good health 

care during critical times of growth and development to prevent the occurrence of health problems 

and improve the health status of low-income pregnant and postpartum women, infants, and children 

under five years of age who are at nutritional risk. The Maryland WIC Program promotes 

breastfeeding and encourages new mothers to breastfeed their newborn infants.
